1. SPECULATION ON FUTURE HUSSEIN-TERRORIST RELATIONS CP AND 
IMPACT OF HUSSEIN'S AMNESTY ON TERRORISM REMAINS MAJOR 
COMMENTARY ITEM. DAVAR (BARNEA FROM WASHINGTON) CLAIMS 
STATE DEPARTMENT SOURCES EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER IMPLICATIONS 
OF HUSSEIN S MOVE ON TERRORIST ACTIVITIES. YEDIOT AHARONOT 
(ZIMUKY) CLAIMS HUSSEIN TOLD WESTERN DIPLOMATS HE WILL 
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OPPOSE RESUMPTION OF TERRORIST ACTIVITIES FROM JORDAN. AL

OVER THE POLITICAL STAGNATION IN THE MIDDLE EAST AND WOULD LIKE 
TO SEE THE AMERICANS RESUME THEIR INITIATIVE... EBAN URGED THE

DAVAR (BILBOA) WRITES: "NIXON AND HIS STAFF DID A LOT FOR 
ISRAEL, NOT FOR THE SAKE OF FRIENDSHIP LIKE JACKSON, BUT OUT 
OF SIMPLE AND SHORT RANGE INTEREST. JUST AS THEY ACTED 

IN ISRAEL S FAVOR.. .THEY ARE LIABLE TO ACT AGAINST IT- WHETHER 
THROUGH ACTIVATING THE NIXON-KISSINGER-ROGERS PLAN.. .OR 
OTHERWISE.. .ISRAEL HAS MANY PERSONAL FRIENDS IN

US-ISRAEL TRADE RELATIONS: "COMMENTING ON AMBASSADOR 
KEATING S TUESDAY SPEECH ATTRIBUTING DECLINE IN US PERCENTAGE 
OF ISRAEL MARKET TO TRADE PREFERENCES GIVEN BY ISRAEL TO 
COMMON MARKET, HAARETZ SAYS: "IF THERE WERE ANYONE IN 
THE ISRAEL GOVERNMENT WHO HOPED THAT THE US WOULD 
OVERLOOK ANY TRADE TIES THAT AFFECT ITS EXPORTS TO ISRAEL, THE
